FORMALLY OPENED 


President Loubet Throws Open 


Great Show 


of the Year. 


ALL MATIONS IN ATTENDANCE 


Inaugural Ceremonies Were Witnessed | 


by Immense Throngs, 


WEATHER SUITED THE OCCASION 


Afternoon Was a Holiday in the 
City, and the Festivities 
Were Carriei Far Into 
Night by the Vis- 
itors. 


Paris, April 14.—The exposition of 1900 
ig opened, but it will be at least a month 
before anything but the buildings is to 
be seen, The day's ceremonies were a 
peculiar mixture of sumptuous splendor 
in the Salles Feta and widespread 
confusion eleswhere. 

Nothing could aave exceeded the 
turesque stage zetting in the beautiful 
building in which the inaugural ceremo- 
neis were held, the gorgeous uniforms of 
the diplomats and soldiers, the 
orchestra ar] chorus, and the magnificent 
effect produced the grand staircase, 
up which President Loubet proceeded to 
view the exposition, lined with some 200 
picked men of the republican guards, 
with jackboots, white breeches, gleaming 
cuirasses and horse hair plumes stream- 
ing from shining «elmets. At the top 
of the-stairway ‘vas a room, the interior 
of which could be seen from the Salles des 
Fetes and this was hung with priceless 
gmohelins from the Louvre, Into this 
splendid apartment President Loubet en- 
tered and from there walked down the 
avenue ‘to his This part of the 
day’s arrangements was perfect, but the 
rest was chaos. The weather was luck- 
fly all that could be desired. Fourteen 
thousand guests had been ifivited to the 
function and they had, because of the 
fine weather, only the dust to endure. 
Had the day been wet the unrolled paths 
of the exposition grounds would have 
been turned into a mass of mud. 

The afternoon was a holiday 
by general consent, and a host of coun- 
try people crowded into the city to swell 
the multitudes who from an early hour 
trudged in the direction of the ex posi- 
tion, and took up positions along the 
route of the presidential procession and 
at the approaches to the grounds, Hun- 
dreds of vehicles did not reach the ex- 
position at all, and the occupants were 
either left stranded en route or were 
obliged to abandon their carriages and 
proceed on fott. 

This was the expedient ordinarily adopt- 
ed, even by several members of the diplo- 
matic corps and two gorgeously attired 
officials of the Chinese embassy, after 
hastily walking several blocks, arrived 
in the Salle des Fetés just in time to 
hear the cheering at the conclusion of 
the ceremony. 

Reception to Loubet Was Brief. 
The ceremonial ‘within the Salles 
Fetes was simplicity itself. The 
tion of President Loubet at the entrance 
lasted but a few seconds, and on reaching 
the presidential tribune, M. Millerand, 
the minister of commerce, immediately 
delivered his address, handing over the 
exposition to the chief of states. The 
address’ was couched in most eloquent 
terms and read in a resonant voice, heard 
throughout the vast hall. M. Millerand’s 
peroration was especially fine and it 

brought forth a storm of plaudits. 

President Loubet then replied, and the 
speaking part of the function here ended.

Foreign Representatives in a Group. 

The group among the great assembly 
which was the most attractfve was the 
body of foreign representatives in pictur- 
esque attire. Since Victoria's jubilee, or 
the coronation, no such congress 
of strange and generous national costumes 
has been seen. In a mass together were 
turbaned chiefs. Arab sheiks in flowing 
white robes and with faces muffled in lin- 
en cloths; Hungarian magnates in mag- 
nificent velvet dolmans trimmed with val- 
uable furs, with green breeches and top 
boots and wearing fur toques surmounted 
by waving aigrettes; Chinese and other 
oriental embassy officials in character- 
istic silk garments; tall Cossacks in sump- 
tuous Cloaks with bandoliers slung across 
their chests from which emerged the pol- 
ished brass cartridge cases and trailing 
heavy sabers. All of these outlandish fig- 
| ures rubbed shoulders with the wearers 
| of the not less splendid but better known 
Kuropean uniforms. : 

On the conclusion of President Loubet’s 
speech the procession formed and amid 
the strains of ‘‘La Marche Hereique,”’ ren- 
dered by the republican band, proceeded 
across the Salle des Fetes between a 
hedge of guards with fixed bayonets to the 
grand staircase which the party ascended, 
the curtassiers lining the steps, salut- 
ing. This was the moment when the 
climax of enthusiasm was reached within 
the hall which rang with shouts of ‘vive 
Loubet.’’ 

On reaching the summit of the. stair- 
way, President Loubet gave a last look 
| at the scenes about him and then entered 
ithe salon of honor, where the ceremony 
'of presentation of commissioners of for- 
eign nations was gone through. 
| This salon is the locale of the American 
' electrical exhibit, and here a body of 
fifty American guards was drawn up. The 
| guards made a very fine appearance, in a 
inavy blue uniform with silver and white 
| helmets and wearing an American shield 
'on the collar of the tunic. They saluted 
President Loubet and he acknowledged 
their greeting, while M. Dulaunay Belle- 
ville, director general of the exposition, 
turned to United States Commissioner 
Peck and thanked him for the advanced 
condition of this exhibit. 

The Presidential Cortege. 

The presidential cortege then descended 
into the grounds, emerging into the 
Champs de Mars at the Chateau qd’ Eau 
and the picture from this point up 
through the Eiffel tower to the colonial 
section with the nalace trocadero tower- 
ing up in the background in a semi-circle 
was one of the finest in the whole tour. 
The splendid exnosition buildings on eith- 
er side were abundantly decorated with 
bunting and flowers. A double rank of 
infantry ranged along each flank, leaving 
e broad passage between, through which 
the procession marched. 

Zehind these rows of red-trousered sol- 
diers with fixed bayonets was massed the 
great crowd of the public, and President 
Loubet found no cause to reproach them 
for lukewarmness. He was cheered 
throuchout the progress to the Bridge 
d’'l.ena. where luxuriously upholsterea 
river steamboats were waiting to embark 
the pary for the trip up the Seine to Al- 
exander bridge. 

A vast throng which tried to reach the 
Champs de Mars in advance of the presi- 
dential party by passing through on the 
zround floor of the agricultural hall found 
it a discouraging task. Piles of plaster, 
blockades of timber and unfilled excava- 
tions confronted them everywhere. Over 
these they climbe@, almost suffocating 
from the dust. Handsomely gowned wo- 
men in spring attire braved the difficul- 
ties. but only at the cost of practically 
ruining expensive costumes. 

This is only an example of the incan- 
plete condition of the interiors of most 
of the structures, which must undergo a 
month’s serous labor before the public 
ean find the exhibits in place and view 
them with comfort and without sacrifice 
to wearing apparel.

Bridge d’Lena and thé entourage foilow- 
ed in the other. 

A detachment of Russians, at the invi- 
tation of the French military authorities, 
lined up on the riverside in front of the 
army and navy building and gave a sa- 
lute President Loubet passed in the 
steamer.

Itinerant 
bands added music to the ‘cstivities, while 
fakirs amused the crowds gathered in 
front of the restaurants. 

The cafes within the exposition grounds, 
which are barred to the public until] to- 
morrow, present a scene brilliant and at- 
tractive. Most of the buildings have a 
row of lights running about the friezes 
which bring into splendid view artistic 
bas reliefs, statuary and other effective 
art results with which they are decorated. 

Americans Stand Second. 

It was long past midnight when the. | 
masses turned their faces homeward, the 
day and the evening having been spert 
as Parisians enjoy fetes. / 

Americans especially wi be proudl of 
tehir fountry’s display at this world's 
fair, for the United States stands segond 
only to France herself in the nutabér of 
exhibitors, which treble those off any 
foreign country. 

The following is a table of exhibitors 
which speaks eloquently of American en- 
terprise: 

France 30,000: United States 6,564; Bel- 
gium 2,500; Germany 2,000; Italy 2,000; Rus- 
sia 1.00; Scandinavia 1,400; Austria 1,000; 
Great Britain 600; the British colonies 600. 

America has three times the number 
of exhibitors that France had at the 
world’s fair in Chicago. She occupies 
399 052 square feet with her forty-seven 
distinct exhibition spaces, thirty-three in 
the main exposition grounds, fourteen in 
the Vincennes annex, excluding the 
ground covered by the eagle surmounting 
the national pavilion on the Quai d’Orsay. 
American enterprise, however, is not 
only shown in the size of her representa- 
tion, but also in the preparedness of her 
installation as compared with that of 
most of the other countries and it can 
safely be said that but for the dilatorl- 
ness of French workmen and methods the 
United States exhibits would have been 
exposed in their showcases to today’s vis- 
itors. Unfortunately French tardiness has 
hampered all American efforts to rush 
matters. Thus in most of our show spaces 
everything is prepared; the glass case is 
ready to receive exhibits, but the Ameri- 
can officials are afraid to dispiay the 
valuable articles to the likelihood of dam- 
age by the clouds of dust arising from 
work on the adjacent embryonic instal- 
lation.

has found no evidence of personal corrup- 
tion on the part of Senator Clark, then it 
seems to me entirely wrong that the sen- 
ator should be needlessly slaughtered. 1 
am certain that the republicans would 
not allow one of their men to be slaugh- 
tered under similar circunistances. Of 
course, if it is shown that Senator Clark 
is personally guilty of corrupting, or en- 
deavoring to corrupt, the members of the 
legislature, then no partisan consideration 
would induce me to try and sustain him. 
Of course,’ I deprecate the undue use ot 
money even for legitimate campaign ex- 
penses, but { do not think that unless the 
improper use of money or other influences 
have been proven upon Senator Clark thar 
he should be deprived of his seat. How- 
ever, as I have said, I have not determin- 
ed what I will do nor will I determine un- 
til the report of the committee is made, 
and I have had an opportunity to study 
the case.”’

county, has made a phenominal race for 


tive caucus. 
governor. It was expected that Stallings 
would run first and Samford second, but 
Samford can already count 203 votes in the 
state convention and he needs only 253 to 
win. He may get the other fifty from the 
counties that have not reported as to the 
vote for governor. For the first time in 
the history of Alabama a United States 
senator has been selected by the direct 
votes of the democrats of the state, 

There were only two candidates, Sena- 
tor John T. Morgan, who has represented 
the state with great credit in the senate 
for twenty-six years, and Joseph F. John- 
ston, the present governor, whose admin- 
istration has been signally successful. 
They are undoubtely two of the ablest and 
most powerful men in the state, politi- 
cally, and the contest between their 
friends has been full of ginger and ac- 
rimony. The campaign opened last sum- 
mer and has not lagged for a day. Ten 
counties with fourteen members of the 
asembly voted/ prior to today. Nine of 
the members from these counties were in- 
structed for Morgan and five for Johnston.

He still clung, however, to the amended 
story he told about the shooting, say- 
ing Charley Pittman had come between 
him and his wife and that he shot at 
Pittman and not at Mrs. Baker. 

There were two things on his mind 
which were the cause of the tears cnd 
the groans yesterday. One was a desire 
to see friends and a lawyer who would 
stick to him; the other was indignation 
because he was not permitted to at- 
tend his wife’s funeral obsequies. 

The desire of the prisoner to look upon 
the woman’s dead body seemed to over- 
master him at times, and when speaking 
about it he would throw himself upon 
his bed, hide his face in his hands and 
weep violently. 

“T can’t see what right they have to 
prevent a man from going to his wife’s 
funeral,’’ he would say, “for I never 
meant to kill her. God knows I loved 
her and I wouldn’t have shot her down 
for anything in the world.”’

ARE TWO LARGEST WARDS IN THE CITY 


Nemes Before Books Close Ten 
Days Prior to Primary. 


The indications for a lively primary 
thirty days hence are to be found in the 
nur:ber that have registered thus far at 
the tax collector’s office. When the office 
closed yesterday afternoon it was found 
that more than 7,000 whites had register- 
ed so as to cast ballots in the white pri- 
mary. 

It is estimated that nearly 2,000 colored 
voters have registered for the fall elec- 
tion, and this would bring the total reg- 
istration to date up to about 9,000. As 
the time for the frimary approaches, 
would-be voters are making themselves 
known in numbers daily and the tax col- 
lector’s force af clerks is kept unusually 
busy from the time the office opens in the 
morning until the closing hour. 

A remarkable inmaent in connection 
with the present registration is the fact 
that the sixth ward lacks about 1.200 
names of having registered all living in 
that ward who are entitled to register. 
It is therefore just that many votes be- 
hind its largest registration, made four 
years ago, for the national election of 
1896. 

The sixth ward is also 70@ names Dehind 
the second ward. Both are entitled to 
about 1,900 voters each, but so far the 
sixth has only registered 800 men.

Mr. Powel declares that his request to 
the Federation of Labor to boycott the 
road will put 800,000 workingmen against 
it and that his request to the ticket and 
freight agents wil] prove more effective 
than the telegraphers’ strike. 

President Powell has also. stationed 
“scouts’’ at a number of the principal 
points on the Southern system to. keep 
him informed as to the progress of 
events; to hearten and encourage’ the 
strikers and to enlist the sympathy and 
good\will of the citizens at the various 
points at which these ‘“‘scouts’’ are sta- 
tioned. 

The striking telegraphers say that the 
law forbidding the movement of freight 
trains in Georgia between midnight Satur- 
day and midnight Sunday will proVe of 
material benefit to them. 

From a \ocal standpoint the boycott de- 
clared by President Poweil was the only 
development jn the strike situation. 

Southern railway officials say that the 
business of the road is not affected in 
the slightest degree, and that they have 
ho personal know edge of the existance 
of a strike sive the reports in the daily 
papers. They say that so far as the road 
is concerned the strike is over and they 
aré aS busy aS can be carrying passengers 
and freight. 


Officers Are Satisfied. 


At Assistant General Superintendent 
Thompson's office it was said that numer- 
ous applications were being received daily 
for positions as operators and agents 
from competent, experienced men. 

None of the Southern officials seen yes- 
terday appeared disturbed or alarmed 
over the situation. They deciared that 
not only all passenger trains, but all 
freight trains were running on their usual 
schedules and on time. 

Brooks Morgin, — district passenger 
agent of the Southern at Atanta, wired 
S. H. Hardwick, assistant general pas- 
Senger agent, yesterday morning from 
Charleston as follows: 


“We arrived in Charieston exactly on 
time, al] three of the branch trains hav- 
ing been on time and coupled up the con- 
nection. Freight business heavy and all 
freight trains running over entire division 
on time. There has not yet been a single 
delay. Evidences of. strike not visible to 
the least degree in this section.’ 

Division Freight Agent L. L. McClesky, 
of the Southern, said last night: 

“The freight traffic of the Southern is 
not tled up or hindered in any way by 
the telegraphers’ strike, in fact, so far as 
we are concerned th strike is «a thing of 
the past. 

“As an evidence of the truth of this 
Statement our records show that more 
freight cars were handied over our system 
yesterday (Friday) than during the cor- 
responding twenty-four hours of 1899.

Mr. Powell’s Statement. 

President Powell was seen jast night at 
his headquarters in the Kimball house. 
He said: 

“I have declafed a boycott on the South- 
ern Railway Company to be effective until 
Such time as that company.is wliling to 
srant to its employees in the telegraph 
department the right of petition for fte- 
dress of grievance. In accordance with 
this action I have notified the 20.000 ticket 
and freight agents in the United States 
that the Southern railway is unfriendly 
and unfair toward its telegraph employees 
and asking them to route passengers and 
frieight via other lines than the South- 
ern pending the present trouble. Many 
thousands of these men who have the 
routing of freight and passenger business 
in this country are members of my organ- 
ization and the remainder of them are 
The Southern will 


Strike. I have also asked the American 
Féderation of Labor to boycott this com- 
pany which will put 800,000 workers against 
it. Thirty-three carloads of machinery 
for Valdosta, Ga., from Lowell, Mass., 


ordered shipped via. the Southern, has 
been changed to the Seaboard Air-Line. 
“The claims of the Southern officials 
that they are moving traffic, freight and 
passenger, are so absurd that no reply is 
warranted. The arrangement of a lot 
of suburban trains marked on time will 
convince no one that traffic is open as 
usual. These trains never run by tele- 
graphic train order and the fact that they 
are moving on schedule is nothing in fa- 
vor of the company. The through pas- 
senger trains are running late according 
even to the statement of the company's 
officials. If any person will inquire of the 
freight conductors, engineers or brakemen 
on the Southern it will be learned that 
the company is not operating one-sixth 
of the usual number of freight trains and 
that when one is sent out at all it runs 
only by flagging ahead, and no local 
freight can be delivered at the stations 
as the agents are on strike and no one 


|is authorized to receive goods. This ap- 


plies to express matter also and Western 
Union telegraph business handled by rail- 
road operators. Messages for a large 
number of railroad stations are accepted 
subject to indefinite delay. I am thorough- 
ly satisfied with the condition-of affairs 
on the system tonight. The strike is 
growing steadily/ and the company is 
finding it imposstble to handle traffic with 
the few students and inexperienced boys 
who have been put to work. My reports 
show that a number of these youths threw 
up their places today either by persuasion 
of the strikers or citizens. The company 
is offering to pay $ per day for telegraph- 
ers in some sections, or $150 per month, 
or about five times as much as the men 
are usually paid by this company. if 
operators were plentiful as claimed: tt 
would not be necessary to pay such 
wages. The men and boys who have been 
employed, as a rule, do not understand 
ticket and agency business and the com- 
pany will not use them long. 

“T am in receipts of a large number of 
telegrams from western points offering to 
place the strikers on roads west of the 
Mississippi river at much better salaries 
than they have been receiving on the 
Southern, and in many cases double the 
amount. There its ‘a scarcity of operators 
in the west, and I can place a large num- 
ber of our men in better jobs than they 
had on the Southern should the strike 
give promise of continuing indefinitely. 

‘‘My reports from along the entire sys- 
tem this afternoon and tonight show that 
the situation is perfectly satisfactory to 
us. The strike is effective on the main 
line between Washington and Greenville, 
Miss.. and from Salisbury to Memphis 
through Chattanooga. I understand the 
officials are attempting to induce the 
strikers on the Memphis division to re- 
turn to work by promising them the res- 
toration of the 10 per cent cut in wages 
made several years ago. If the company 
ean do this in time of trouble, why did 
it not grant the men this simple justice 
before the strike? 

“There is not a sign of weakness on 
the part of the telegraphers at any point 
and they are determined to stand firm and 
remain out of the service of the company 
until the officials will agree to meet com- 
mittees of employees and hear their griev- 
ances. I again desire to call the atten- 
tion of the public to the fact that the 
telegraphers have repeatedly offered to 
arbitrate this trouble, and that they. are 
still willing to do so. The obstinacy of 
the officials in enforcing on their em- 
ployees a strike disastrous to the tinancial 
interests of the company will no doubt 
be brought to the attention of the board 
of directors and the stockholders at the 
proper time. I have no doubt but that the 
company is losing more than $100,000 every 
twenty-four hours during this strike. It 
would be much better if this money Was 
being paid to the engineers, conductors, 
trainmen, firemen and telegraphers and 
shopmen, all of whom are paid less wages 
than the same classes of employees on 
other southern roads.”’

“In studying the religious and philan- 
thropic conditions of the people, I was 
led farther into the study of their pres- 
ent status from a standpoint educational, 
industrial and social. I assure you the 
study has been an assiduous as well as 
enjoyable one, for on my visit to France 
in 1897 I visited eighty-six different provinces 
of the country, being fortunate in the 
letters I carried with me in gaining entre 
into the private homes of those people 
who were in a position to signaily aid me 
in my work. 

“On my return to America I made my 
reports to the philanthropic society [I 
represented, but found myself so engross- 
ed in the interests of France I returned 
the following summer for the purpose of 
collecting material for my last year’s 
lecture.’’ 

Here Mrs. Tyng talked delightfully of 
her sojourn in Fontainbleau, the artists’ 
country, and of a little trip to Le Puy, 
where she visited the birthplace of La- 
Fayette. 

She was present as the coronation of 
the young queen of Holland, and wore the 
royal star that entitled only distinguished 
guests of honor to be present at the va- 
rious regal ceremonies. One of the most 
brilliant functions of the period ef splen- 
did entertainments she describes was the 
banquet given by the Amsterdam press in 
compliment to the members of the press 
from all parts of the world. Mrs. Tyng 
enjoyed the distinction of not only rep- 
resenting the American press women 
there, but also the French press, as her 
mastery of the French language capaci- 
tated her to write for several French pub- 
lications her impressions of the young 
queen’s coronation festivities.

It 
may be well at the outset to attempt to 
ouswer an interrogation that is made so 
mony times, namely, “What do you mean 
by the new thought?’ Mr. Dresser’s own 
words shall reply in part to the question. 
He says: “The essence of the new 
thought, as I understind it, is the one- 
ness of life; the great truth, namely, that 
all things work together toward a hizsh 
ideal in the kingdom of the Spirit. Other- 
wise stated it is the truth that God lives 
with us, in every moment of existence, 
in every experience, every sorfow and 
every strue~'le,”’

“But this ian’t any new thought, I’ve 
heard it all my life.” And so you have. 
And no one is more prompt than Mr. 
Dresser to carefully note that many 
philosophers and al] the great spiritual 
aan of the world have expressed the 
same thought. But the supreme effort of 
Mr. Dresser is to transmute this thought 
into a living force, which shall 80 vitalize 
the minds.and hearts of men that they 
shall be not only continually ‘but jnte-:- 
ligently conscious of oneness with the 
source of all life; he claims that it is by 
such a realization that all things are pos- 
sible in.the way of self-mastery. , 

He is not a man of easy faith; there 
is in him a deliberate earnestness which 
leads him to grapple not only with the 
intellectual] problems springing from re- 
flection .and.theory,. but also with the 
most concrete difficulties of the individual 
life. He does not e¢laim to know life by 
denying ‘t: on the contrary he holds that 
knowledge comes through experience, and 
that in order to have the fullest, most 
rounded experience, man must have 4 
full life. 

One of the loudest cries that Mr. 
Dresser hears from the facts of experi- 
ence is the cry for self-knowledge and 
self he p.F As another gifted writer puts 
it: “We are in pressing need of a ‘work- 
ing hypothesis’ wherewith to understand 
ourselves, as well as of a theory which 
shall explain the revolutions of the plan- 
ets, or the structure of an oyster.’ Many 
souls through lack of such understanding 
pass wearily, warringly through phases, 
not only of indifference, but of positive 
materialism and denial. There is a;uaii- 
ty in the human mind or soul thit does 
not néermit it to rest at the ‘‘center of in- 
Browning vividly and beau- 
tifutly expresses this resti¢ss’ yearning 
when he says: 

“Just when we are 
sunset-touch, 

A fancy from a flower bell, some one’s

A chorus—ending from Euripides,— 

And that’s enough, for fifty hopes and

Mrs. Helen Plane, vice president 
of Georgia, recommended that for her 
efficient work in the interest of the cross 
and her artistic taste in such matters, 
Mrs. S. E. Gabbett be made chairman of 
the committee. Mrs. Gabbett,. as chair- 
man, not only created state interest in the 
matter, but gereral interest wherever 
there was a chapter of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. At the last meet- 
ing-of the organization in Richmond, Mrs. 
Gabbett’s report met not only with favor- 
able recognition, but the convention act- 
ed unanimously uzon the proposal to 
present the cross of honor to worthy con- 
federate soldiers as a gift from the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy. Mrs. Gab- 
bett was appointed custodian of the cross. 
and at present occupies that position of 
honor.

Irish education is managed by the im- 
perial parliament, and Ireland is the only 
civilized nation where compulsory educa- 
tion has not been in existence for genera- 
tions.

After considerable negotiations on the 
subject, a contract was entered into by 
which Mr. Atkinson and his associates 
secured the right to purchase Mr. Smith’s 
stock, at a stated figure, any time up to 
and including April 16th. Mr. Smith has 
been notified that his stock will be bought. 
The formal transfer will be made Monday, 

Whether Mr. Atkinson and his associ- 
ates have obtained the remainder of the 
stock held by minority shareholders does 
not appear. Whether he has done so or 
not does not figure in the transaction, | 
since the major portion of the stock is 
now controlled by him and his associ- 
ates. 

While the negotiations for The Journal 
were pending. there were added to the gos- 
sip already engendered, additional rumors 
that indicated a consolidation of the street 
railway interests in the city—Mr. Atkin- 
son, in the talk,’ being made the buver. 
The denial of all this has been persist- 
ent, but out of the mass of mis-state- 
ments and mysteries there has emerged 
one truth—the purchase of the majority 
of The Journal stock by Messrs. Atkin- 
son, Brandon and Gray. 

The new owners will take charge on 
Monday and issue their first* paper on 
Tuesday. It is definitely known that Mr. 
Dickinson will take charge of The Jour- 
nal as the general manager, supervising 
all departments. The editorial depart- 
ment will be conducted by an executive 
committee of three or four, of which body 
Messrs, Atkinson, Brandon and Gray will 
be the controlling influences.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR HUNT FINISHED 


‘Park Board Expects To Entertain 


| 10,000 Children Tomorrow Af- 
| ternoony and the Prepara- 
tions Have Been Made 
Accordingly.

The Easter egg hunt for the children of 
Atlanta and vicinity occurs tomorrow af- 
ternoon at Grant park. The members of 
the park board have been busy during 
the past week preparing for the enter- 
tainment and they expect to have the 
children of this city enjoy themselves 
| more during the affair tomorrow after- 
/noon inan they wave any previous pub- 
lic entertainment. 

Last week the eggs, 10,000 in number, 
were sent the Crittenton 
home, where they were boiled and paint- 
ed and dyed. Several large pots were 
used for the purpose and several days 
were required to make the eggs ready 
for the cuidren. The eggq@ are now at 
the home and wiiu be taken to the park

early tomorrow ‘morning, where they 
will be hidden among the grass and 
woods by the employees. 4 


The members of the park board wish 
it distinctly understood by parents and 
nurses that no eggs will be hidden on 
flower beds or near enough to flower 
beds to warrant children in trampling on 
them. This is, of course, done for the 
protection of the uowers and those who 
will be in charge of the children are 
urged to prevent their charges from 
trampling either on the flowers or on 
the flower beds. 

All Children Welcome. 

A point that has not been understood is 
that “all children of Atlanta and vicin- 
ity are welcome to the hunt. Many in- 
quiries from persons residing just beyond 
the city limits as to waether their chil- 
dren would be welcome at the hunt 
have been received. 

The members of the board desire it un- 
derstood that the children of the vicinity 
of Atlanta are welcome and will be ex- 
pected at the park tomorrow afternoon. 

The groves and lawns will be open to 
the children, not only during the hunt, 
but after all the eggs have been found 
the little ones will be given the freedom 
of the grounds, with the exception of 
the flower beds. 

Music Will Be the Signal. 

The band will be at the park @uring 
the afternoon and will render a splendid 
concert of both popular and classical 
music. The nurses and parents are re- 
quested to keep the children from the 
lawns and groves until the band bewins 
to play. That will be the signal for the 
beginning of the. hunt. 

The first air will be commenced prompt- 
ly at 3 o’clock, and those who expect to 
visit the park are tnerefore requested to 
be present with their carriages before 
that time. 

If it is raining tomorrow the hunt will 
be postponed, as t members of the 
park board are not willing to have the 
children search for eggs through wet 
grass, subjecting them to croup, whoop- 
ing cough and other infantile ills. The 
present indications, however, are for a 
clear day, and with the prayers of the 
children on the side of fair weather, it 
is believed that there will be no rain to- 
morrow. 

A feature of the hunt will be the golden 
eggs. About 200 of them have been given 
that color and will be hidden with the 
remainder. Those who find the golden 
eges, however, will .e admitted free to 
the cyclorama. The golden eggs will be 
tickets of admission and the keeper of 
tne famous picture has been instructed 
to honor them as such.

Following the state convention recently 
held at Macon the Young Men's s Christian 
Associations of Georgia are taking on 
new life. The delegation that went from 
Atlanta in a special car returned home 
with fresh vigor, as did those from the 
other parts of the state. The students in 
the evening college of the Atlanta asso- 
ciation have recently taken their examl- 
nations under the plans of the interna- 
tional committee. The enrollment has 
been 318 young men in thirteen branches 
of study, a larger number of young men 
than is shown by the roster of any col- 
lege in Georgia, The board of directors 
are planning to have a specialist as di- 
rector of the educational department next 
season, and that will add to its-efficiency 
Most of the students are those compelled 
to earn their living during the day time 
and greatly appreciate the opportunity 
offered by the association to make them 
better workmen and able to secure high- 
er wages. The association at Augusta 1s 
also working along the same lines with 
the same excellent results and likewise 
planning for greater and more thorouga 
work next year, 

The Milledgeville association held its an- 
nual gublic meeting in the Methodist 
church Sunday night, April Ist, and awak- 
ened much enthusiasm, which resulted in 
the enlisting of a large number of mem- 
bers. They have a small gymnasium and 
are thinking of employing a general sec- 
retary and physical director. The walis 
of the new building of the Macon asso- 
ciation are steadily rising. It is to be a 
handsome structure, pressed brick front, 
thoroughly modern in its equipment and 
will be a credit to the city. It will in- 
volve an outlay of $12,000 to $15,000, and 
will be completed free from debt. 

The Savannah association has for some 
time been crowding their quarters, which 
were thought ample years ago. Hun- 
dreds of young men throng t@eir gymna- 
sium and their social functions. They 
are doing a thorough religious work and 
reaching many young men in the highest 
sense, 

The Augusta association holds the honor 
of having the largest young men’s meet- 
ing in the south, They built only part 
of their building years ago, but the time 
seems at hand when it will be necessary 
to build the other portion td accommo- 
date their gymnasium and educational 
classes, 

At Athens the work is taking on new 
life, many being attracted by the physical 
work, and the friends are all hopeful, as 
they see the increase of popularity. 

The supervision, development and ex- 
tension of this work, as well as that in 
the colleges and among railroad men of 
Georgia is entrusted to the state execu- 
tive committee, consisting of twenty-one 
prominent men of the state, with ex-Gov- 
ernor W. J. Northen as chairman, J. 
Frank Beck, vice chairman; W. B. Will- 
ingham, secretary; J. W. Wills, treasurer, 
and J. V. Read, state secretary. Appli- 
cations are coming in for aid in organiz- 
ing the work in cities and colleges faster 
than can be well cared for with the fa- 
cilities at their disposal, considering the 
constant aid needed by the organizations 
now established.

“Easter, and eggs 30 cents a dozen! 
Why, when I was a boy I could get 
them for the asking. When that mite of 
a girl brought her brother’s luncheon to- 
day she said: ‘We won’t get any eggs 
this Easter, John they’re too high.’ Eas- 
ter and no eggs! Think of it, Sarah!’

After the 
war there was an immediate and a radi- 
cal change in the situation.

Naturally Atlanta’s importance as a ju- 
dicial center drew many lawyers here, 
end in addition to those who were na- 
tives of the town, a very fine class of 
attorneys moved here from neighboring 
towns and states. In their practice these 
lawyers had to meet almost daily the 
leaders of the bar from the older cities 
of the state, who came here to practice 
in the federal and supreme courts, and 
this competition was of incalculable ben- 
efit to our local bar.

Chicago, April 14.—Local sentiment and con- 
ditions govern~d the grain markets today, while 
provisions reflected the higher prices of hogs. 
May wheat closed unchanged, May corn %@'ec 
up and May oats %c up. Provisions closed from 
20¢ improved in pork to 27%c up in May lard. 

May wheat opened %@'%c depressed from 
Thursday at 66% argd advanced to 66%, at 
which price it closed unchanged from Thurs- 
day. Instead of the stop loss selling, which 
many hai looked for at-this point, com- 
mission houses were able to produce many buy- 
ing orders which had been lying around for 
weeks, Under this stimulus and the strength 
of -co.n and provisions, together with a mild 
reiteration of the damage reports from Frapce, 
the advance took place without a material set- 
back. Considering the closing of many markets 
and the curtailment of news this session was 
fairly active. Monday’s statistics are expect- 
ed to be bullish rather than bearish, but not 
strikingly so. The early loss was due princi- 
pally to the fine weather. Primary -.eceipts for 
two days were 770,000 bushels, against 225,- 
000 a year ago. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported 700 cars for a like period, compared 
with 463 last week and 184 a year ago.

Washington, April 14.—Once more the 
question of social precedence is assuming 
importance at the national capital. This 
time it is Speaker Henderson, of the 
house, and Senator Frye, as president of 
the senate, who are involved. 

The term “republican court,’’ which has 
been used by some writers to designate 
social life in Washington, is, in a way, 
misleading. However, there is a similari- 
ty, with a difference, between life at for- 
eign courts; bound by strict rules of offi- 
cial etiquette, and the social life at Wash- 
ington. As Mrs. Dahlgrene said in her work 
on ‘“‘Etiquette of Social Life in Wash- 
ington:’’ ‘‘Washington society life is prin- 
cipally official, or rather society here is 
composed in so great a degree of official 
personages who represent the mechanism 
of the state that the social obligations and 
customs have become about as complex 
as the constitutional laws upon which 
the officials are based. Our officia] eti- 
quette is not intended as a personal com- 
pliment, but addresses itself to the office 
borne; so it remains strictly in harmony 
with our republican sentiments. When 
the incumbent loses office he becomes 
again only a private. citizen, whom the 
republic has honored.”’ 

It is, then, to be understood that rank 
in this politico-social court at Washing- 
ton belongs rather to the office or position 
held tham to the person who holds it. 
Every American citizen has the same 
right to any given rank, provided, of 
course, that through his ability and his 
selection by the people he attains to the 
position upon which this rank is con- 
ferred. 

In this respect the American politico- 
social court differs widely from the courts 
of the foreign capitals. Here rank does 
not attach to personal title, but to official, 
and, therefore, he who today by virtue 
of his position is entitled to sit at the 
head of the table may tomorrow be only 
an unofficial citizen, to whom even an in- 
vitation to that table would not be ex- 
tended. This adds to the complexity of 
the rules which must govern here, and 
this very complexity and the uncertainty 
concerning the rules governing matters 
of precedence gave occasion during the 
social season which is just closing to sevy- 
eral serious complications that have been 
the subject not only of social, but even of 
political consideration. 

The death of Vice .President Hobart, 
which removed from Washington's officia] 
life the second in the list, created a pe- 
culiar entanglement of these rules of 
social precedence. In the case of a vice 
president’s death no method is provided 
of selecting another vice president for the 
United States, but there is a provision 
that the president pro tempore of the sen- 
ate shall act officially as vice president 
so far as the performance of his duties 


in presiding over the deliberations of the 


senate are concerned. However, these 
Statutes which govern official Washing- 
ton have nothing to do with thé social 
side of the capital, For this reason the

Senator Frye, 
elected by the senate as 
tempore, assumed the duties of the vice 
president as far as presiding over the 
senate, but the question of his social sta- 
tus was yet to be s@ttled, and here came 
the trouble. The qut®sfion which present- 
ed itself was, in brief, whether or not 
the speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, or the 
president pro tempore of the senate, Sen- 
ator Frye, of Maine, was entitled to the 
position next the president in our politico- 
social court. 

At an corly date in the present session 
of congress this question had to be de- 
termined. It was at the first stare dinner 
given by the president. At this dinner 
both Senator Frye and Speaker Hender- 
son were guests, and President McKinley 
nfter a consultation witn some of his 
cabinet members, assigned to Senator 
Frye the post of honor, putting Speaker 
Henderson next in social rank to the 
senator from Maine. Now, Speaker Hen- 
erson had been considering this question, 
and had lIccked up authorities and found 
what he considered sufficient authorizu- 
tion for him to be assigned the position 
next the president. Speaker Henderson 
has the firmness and determination of 
his Scotch ancestry fully developed, and 
when he is satisfied of the position which 
he takes he is not quick to give over. 
Consequenily, after the dinner he sent a 


close friend to the president with the in- | 


formation that he believed it was due him 
as speaker of the house that he should 
take prevedence in rank over Senator 
Frye, whom he did not recognize as vice 
president but simply as president pro 
tempore of the senate. 

President McKinley having conferred 
upon Senator Frye the precedence over 
Speaker Henderson, could not well recall 
it. and it remained for Senator Frye to 
surrender [f he so disposed. Then follow- 
ed numerous consultations which, howey- 
er, did not serve to cisertangle the mesh- 
es of social etiquette in which these two 


representatives of the law making bodies. 


had peen placed. Senator Frye said he 
saw no reason why ne should give up the 
social rank that had be2n conferred upon 
him by the president, and Speaker Hen- 
derson just as positively insisted that he 
could find nothing to change his belief 
that under the circumstances as tiey cx- 
ist, the speaker of the hovse was entitied 
to precedence, This question has been 
discussed by the leaders in the house, 
wh), as v¢ll as Speaxer Henderson, give 
much attenticn to the rules supposed to 
govern precedence. They concluded that 
it was due the house—the dignity of whica 
body is represented in the speaker at 
such social affairs—that he should Have 
precedence, and; when it had been de- 
cidei that the position taken by the 
speaker was the correct cone, they insist- 


ed, as Well as he, that he could not sur- 

render it; that he must uphold the dig- 

nity of the house of representatives. 
FIRMNESS ON BOTH SIDES. 

In this way there came about a social 
disagreement between the two houses as 
represented by the two presiding ofticers. 
Finding that there seemed no likelihood 
of an udjustrent of matters, Speaker 
Henderson took the firm stand that he 
would not accept invitations to any more 
ceremonious cceasions at which Senator 
Frye was expected as a guest. and when 
the question of precedence would govern. 
This determination on tne part of the 
speaker has been followed throughout the 
social season. 

Speaker Henderson is a man of well de- 
veloped social instincts. He ‘1s very fond 
of the companionship of the many. bright 
men and women found in Washington so- 
clety. In fact, he enjoys social life more 
than most of the men who have oecupied 
the position of speaker, yet now, when 
an invitation to dine is extended to nim 
and Mrs. Henderson, it is never accepted 
till an answer has been given to the ques- 
tion, “Is Senator Frye expected?” If it 
is affirmative the speaker and Mrs. Hen- 
derson beg to be ex: isea from acceptance. 

Tha speaker does not demand prece- 
dence as due himself. Personally he cares 
nothing about social rank. He is one of 
the sort of men who enjoy genial compan- 
ionship and who care little about “court 
etiquette.”” He likes to listen to g00d sto- 
ries and can tell one himself. I¢ oceasion 
demands he can sing a song or lead a 
patriotic chorus. That is the man Hen- 
derson, not Speaker Hende rson, the polit- 
ical social head of the house of represen- 
tatives. As speaker of the house he is 
dignified and fully realizes the duties, 
both socia! and political, of his position. 
He has the rare faculty of combining 
due appreciation of the dignity of his 
position with a cordiality which makes 
him a welcome guest everywhere. but that 
dignity, he feels, must be upheld, and for 
that reason Speaker Henderson demands 
the precedence for whith Congressman 
Henderson, the jovial member from lowa 
cares very little. 

The position which he has taken in re- 
gard to the question which has been agi- 
tating our politico-sotial court during the 
past few months, is based upon authori- 
ties that are considered by him and others 
who have given them attention as suffi- 
cient.

The point made especially strong by 
Mrs. Dahlgren in this appendix is that the 
speaker, as representing one of the legis- 
lative branohes, has precedence over the 
chief justice, and is third in rank from 
the president when there is a vice pres- 
ident. 

Colonel Benton's testimony has also 
done much tio shape the course of Speak- 
er Henderson on this delicate subject. 
“You may be as modest as you please,”

Speaker Henderson has maintained the 
position indicated in the above note, and

Mrs, Henderson..has held weekly re-

ONEGAL, Ireland, March 25,.—Everk 

since Queen Victoria, a few "weeks 

back, announced ~ her (ministry's) 
decision that she should visit Ireland in 
April there has been no end of specula- 
tion amongst outsiders and amongst a 
few_pf the Irish themselves as to how 
they should receive her. But how she 
should be received has never been a mat- 
ter of speculation with the greater portion 
of the Irish nation. They will casually 
read in the papers that thé queen has 
come, and casually read that She has 
gone again, and pass on in quest of more 
exciting news. 

In England there {is an astonishingly 
numerous bourgeois body who literally 
idolize royalty, who think of their queen 
with bated breath and to whom the news- 
paper echo of court tattle is more absorb- 
ingly interesting than the wildest sensa- 
tionalism; and the people really belicve 
that, let the Irish and the remainder of 
the world affect what outward show of in- 
difference they please, they have “in their 
innards” a worshipful love for England's 
royalty, and an insatiable thirst for tid- 
ings of queen and court. These people are 
convinced that if we Irishmen act as our 
feelings prompt when Victoria sets her 
sacred foot on Irish Soil, overwhelmed 
with gratitude for the sublime 
shown us the Irish nation will prostrate 
itself upon the earth, and from the depths 
of its-soul breathe “Hallelujah!’ 
we disappoint our English friends here 
they will sigh and say that we were burn- 
ing to do homage and 4@id not do so only 
because we have given our consciences in 
bond to the agitators. 

Such is and will be the English view of 
the matter. 

THE IRISH VIPW. 

As regards the Irish view: 
place the Anglo-Irish ana Scotch-Irish 
colonies will, of course, receive their 
queen (for she is their queen) with accla- 
mations—acclamations prompted in many 
cases by genuine delight at her coming, 
and in just as many instances by mere 
hostility toward those who will not shout 
with them.

Now, giving a generous allowance of 
25 per cent of the population of Ireland 
to Anglo-Irish, Scotch-Irish and the un- 
Jrish portion of the shopkeepers, we have 
three-fourths of the people still to ac- 
count for. Of these the major part will 
regard the royal visit either with philo- 
sophic amusement or complete indiffer- 
ence and the minor portion with bitter- 
ness of heart.

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In the eve of the public, the permanent 
chairman of a national convention is by 
far the most important official connected 
with such a gathering. And in truth, no 
one can gninsay the chairman’s position 
and power. For a brief pericd they are 
supreme, at least. nominally, and more 
than one chairman tds so conducted hin- 
self while wielding the gavel of a nomi- 
hating narty conclave as to chauge the 
history or his party, the nation and per- 
haps the world. Sometimes indeed, per- 
haps generally, the chairman is only a 
figurehead, put in to carry out a pro- 
gramme agreed upon beforehand, and 
possibly those who preside over the Nna- 
tional conventions this vear will be chair- 
men of this sort. -But at all events, they 
Will fill necessary functions. No conven- 
tion could deliberate without a presiding 
officer; no man whose party standing Was 
not of the best would be chosen perMa- 
nent chairman in any ~ circumstances 
Whatever. It’s a great honor <o be per: 
Manent chairman of a national conven- 
tion, as all men who have ever held the 
post will agree. 

But indispensible and powerful as 
Permanen: chairman inay seem to be, 
there is cne other national convention 
functionary who is auite as indispensible 
and often of greater actual power. In a 
certain’ practical way he is almost infin- 
ltely more powerful. The chairmun has 
ho patronege, or next to none, at his com- 
Mand, but this other functionary—official- 
ly known as the sergeant-at-arms—gives 
it out in chunks. His title would be far 
More nceurate were he termed the con- 
Ventions business manager. It is true 
that his functions are those of a sergeant- 
at-arms while the convention is in actual 
Session, but the greater part of all his du- 
lies are those of 2 business manager, 
pure and simple. These duties extend ov- 
er several weeks always, sometimes the 
Weeks lengthen out into months. 

MUST HAVE EXECUTIVE FORCE. 

The sergeant-at-arms is appointed by 
and is under the direct control of the con- 
vention sub-committee of the national 
committee. On the republican side this

| short, the convention sergeant-at-arms is 
in the way of doing either a good deal 
of good or a good deal of harm, accard- 
ing to his lights. Financially, his respon- 
sibilities are heavy, since, besides the 
' large amounts he pays out in local ex- 
'penses, he has to arrange in a measure 
| for the expenditure of several times as 
much more, and thus the total expenses 
of a convention may be greatly increased 
or decreased by the sergeant-at-arms, It 
certainly may be said with truth that he 
must be a man of exceptional judgment, 
great capacity and unusual executive 
force, 


CONVENTION HALLS. 

Naturally. one of the first things to 
which the sergeant-at-arms must give at- 
tention is the building in which the con- 
vention is to be held. It is not sufficient 
for it to contain a big enough auditorium 
to seat the delegates and others in at- 
tendance; it must have many auxiliary 
features that are possessed by few of the 
great halls. It is not too much, perhaps, 
to say that there is only one building in 
the United States, not built or remodeled 
expressly for the holding of a national 
convention, that could be used for that 
purpose without many changes and addi- 
tions. This is the Madison square gar- 
den, in New York, but it is hardly prob- 
able that its roof wil} ever shelter a bgdy 
of men gathered to nominate @ president 
of the United States. In 1896 a building 
had to be specially erected for the repub- 
lican convention in St. Louis, the city 
then having no structure at all adapted 
to convention uses. This made the total 
econventicn cost of that year very large, 
but the building remained after the ad- 
journment of the convention, and will be 
available for any like national gatherings 
that may hereafter be held in St. Louis. 

Many thousands of dollars muSt be spent 
on the hall in Philadelphia, in which the 
republican, convention is{to be held this 
vear before it will be ready for the big 
gathering. The auditorium itself must 
be remodeled, a number of waiting, sub- 
committee and other special rooms must 
‘be put in, new sanitary and ventilation 
systems must be provided and facilities 
for the correspondents and reporters must 
be created. These include desks and seats 
in the big hall, a writing room just off 
the hall, rooms for the operators of the 
two big telegraph companies and the press 
associations and the installation of wires 
and instruments. 

In making the hall ready for the con- 
yention, then, the sergeant-at-arms must 
have dealings with architects, builders, 
electric outfitters, plumbers and all sorts 
of trades people, besides the newspapers,

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EW YORK, April 4.-—The differ- 


N ence between the singing of a cana- 
ry whose voice has been cultivated 
and the singing of a canary who has never 
taken music lessons is shown plainly in 
the relative performance of the songsters. 
Only of late, however, has there been a 
demand in this country for cultivated 
bird singers, and only lately have cana- 
ries hatched in American nests been af- 
forded the chance of musical training. 
The two schools of music are now open 
to American birds. These are widely dis- 
tant from each other, but the method pur- 
sued is the same, and the quaint or- 
gans long dedicated to canary education 
in primitive German households have been 
brought across the water to temper the 
tone quality of republican songsters. 

The bird organ is strange, both in sound 
and appearance, to an American observ- 
er. Standing the height of a tall corner 
clock, it consists of big water-filled cylin- 
ders, fitting one into the other, and ma- 
nipulated by rope pulleys that depend 
from a stout crossbar. The seat of the 
music itself is contained in a smal! box 
affixed to the top. The organ gives out 
a low, plaintive monotone that goes on 
and on, like the sound of water running 


ing to grade. The beginners in the first 
flush of youth have a room to themselves. 
| Birds with faulty voices or defective 
methods owing to ignorance of musical 
etiquette are in another grade. High 
school or intermediate pupils have sepa- 
rate place, and the seniors, those almost 
ready to take the graduate’s degree, are 
taught by the new organ operated by 
electricity, and whose notes are richer 
and more refined, though of the same low 
pitched melody as the other instruments. 
From the senlors purchasers choose their 
birds and some seniors entered as board- 
ers, put in the school by private owners 
to have their education finished. 

The females are in a good sized com- 
rartment to themselves, uncaged and left 
at liberty. tao pla their wings behind a 
wire netting and play at being wood birds 
in the boughs of the made-to-order 
trees that serves them for roosts.

He mistrusé¢s 
his own instincts, and not being able 
clearly to distinguish the sun from his 
artificial rivals, he wakes up every little 
while and warbles a little bit—just to be 
on the safe side, 

That electric lights completely fool plant 
life has been proven. A certain nursery- 
man who hgs an immense tract of land 
covered with greenhouses and hotbeds, 
stumbled upon this fact in a curious way. 
He had noticed that all the bushes and 
plants which he had placed on the north 
side of his house did not thrive nearly so 
well as those on the south side, where 
they had sun all day long. One day an 
electric lighting company put up a great 
are light on the street corner at the north 
Result: in less than a year's 
time the plants on the north side became 
more luxuriant in growth than those on 
the south side. The nurseryman taking 
the hint, had a series of arc lights install- 
ed in all of his greenhouses and with great 
success.

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ARIS, April 3.—I have recentiy bee: 

questioned in numerous jetters from 

American friends and acquiintance: 
as to how much money it would take 
comfortably visit Paris this summer. 
answer is that the amount greatly 
pends on the visitor’s individual taste: 
and mode of living. There is a way of 
doing the thing at moderate expense and 
I need not add that the contrary is also 
the case. It js the first proposition on:' 
that we will discuss at present. and that 
for the benefit of that large army of well- 
to-do, but not rich. men who will fee: 
like devoting from $500 to $1,Q0 to a trip 
to the great international fair of this 
year. 


Let me take the case of a young man, 


arriving at the Gare St. Lazare or the 
Gere du Nord (the two principal Paris 
raliway stations) with his return: tickei 
in his pocketbook and $300'tlo spare. Start- 
ing on the assumption that he wishes to 
see everything that is worth geeing, not 
only within the confines of the exposition, 
but also on the outside, how long wiii 
this money last him? My conclusion is 
that by careful and itelligent manage- 
ment and the avoidance of certain pit- 
falls, which I will presently indicate, 
there is no reason why he should not en- 
joy a good six weeks’ stay in the French 
capital, extracting fully as much, if noc 
more, pleasure, material and intellectual, 
than many of his richer compatriots. 
WHBPRD TO LIVE, 

This initial care must be to find proper 
living quarters. For the first night there 
would be no: harm in taking a room at 
any of the large hotels in close proximity 
to the depot. Small rooms at these cara- 
vanseries can be had at 
about five francs a day. but the price wil! 
probably go up & per cent at least before 
the exposition opens. Having obtained 
this breathing spel, our traveler should 
lose no time in securing a permanent 
apartment, There are several ways of gu- 
ing about this, a favorite one being an 
application to one of the house agencies 
aounding in the Quartier de l’Opera. But 
if our traveler has even a siight know!- 
edge of French I should advise him to 
look around for himself. Tye signs of 
“Chambres Menbiles’’ (furnished rooms) 
are plentiful at all times of the year. 
ang there is no reason why he’ should not 
succeed in obtaining a good, airy room 
for @ a week. It is true that jit might 
not be in the very nelghborhood of the 
fair—that of itself matters little, seeing 
that with the advent of the exposition 
humerous new lines of communigation 
will be. established, shortening the dis- 
tances between points very considerably. 

There are two quarters of the town 
which I would particularily recommend to 
the young American bachelor—Montmar- 
tre and the Latin quarter—for in neithe> 
will the room rents be greatly affected by 
the exposition. It is needless uo so say, 
moreover, that both are exceed'ngly in- 
teresting regions by reason of their asso- 
clations and surroundings—the Latin 
quarter with its student life, Montmartre 
the home of the artistic muse with its 
studios and cabarets artistiques, From 
the Boulavard St. Michel in’ the Latia 
quarter there are three or four direc 
lines to the exposition, such as the Seine 
steamboats, the Boulevard St. Germain 
horse cars, the Metropolitan underground 
railroad, etc. Montmartre is less advan- 
tageously situated in this respect, but it 
ts nenrer to the main bculevards, the 
great arteries of Paris.

The Wasp as Manufacturer of Paper. 


Had the ancients studied the wasp they 


mignt aave had tie use of paper tor 
writing long before. 

The substance of which the walls end 
cells of a vespiary -a nest or colony of 
Wasps—are constructed, has been ascer- 


tained to be nothing more nor less than 
paper formed of wood raspings mixed 
with a sort of size worked to a paste and 


subsequently spread into sheets by the 
wasp fabricator. 
If you live in the country, says the 


writer in an English magezine, you may 
frequently see a wasp busily worxing 
with its Jaws upon an old paling or win- 
dow frame; it seems a small matter, but 
it was by noticing this circumstance that 
Reaumer discovered the wasp to be a pa- 
per maker, and was enabled to trace the 
subsequent processes of her manufacture. 

It seems that after rasping the trea or 
old palings the wasp takes her burden cf 
wood fiber and enters a hole in the bank 
or elsewhere and proceeds to knead it 
into and supposing that her nest 
is already in course of construction, she 
will spreac a covering of this substance 
on the roof of the chamber. strengthening 
it with rej eated layers. This being done 
to her satisfaction, she proceeds to make 
a hanging floor or jierrace of the same 
substance she used for the roof, making 
it se ure by rods of the same paper, only 
somewhat stronger. 

This floor or terrace is circular and 
composed of an immense number of cells 
made of the paper already described, each 
cell being a perfect hexagon. 

These are not used as honey pots, as 
in the case of bees, because wasps do not 
meke honey, but are simply appropriated 
to the rearing of the young; each cell is

The love feast is he!d Saturday morning 
preceding Easter Sunday. in the 
afternoon of that day these people have 
a iretty custom of decorating the graves 
of their dead, which seems to be partic- 
ularly appropriate at the Easter season, 
since done in the faith that the dead ‘will 
rise again and live forever.”’ 

Later on in the day the mothers of the 
little Moravians prepare the nests of 
what is known to these smail people as 
‘the good raoopit.’’ How they do shout 
and rejoice on Easter morning when they 
discover the nests all filled with colored 
eggs laid by the good rabbit in nests 
hidde1 in dense grass, straw piles and 
other hard-to-find places. 

At 5 o’c:iock Easter morning the Mora- 
Vian minister takes his stand on the 
church and reads a litany and the 
verse of a hymn, which the congregation 
standing around him in the chilling dawn 
take up and sing to music furnished by 
the church band. After this they make 
a second pilgrimage to the graveyard. 
This service to commemorate the vit- 
it of the holy women to the tomb of Jesus. 
The minister bares his head and reads 
the Easter litany. 

$y this time the sun has risen and its 
light gleams across graves that were yes- 
terday strewn with flowers that are now 
beaded with diamond dew. It would be 
hard to imagine a more impressive cere- 
inony than this. All that would seem to 
you and me grewsome, now dies out 
of the hymn, and a song full of joy and 
triumph. denoting “Christ has risen,’’ 
seems to rise in the very heavens, an 
the peonrie smile and shake hands and rec- 
joice. The Moravians share the beiief 
of the Irish peasantry that the sun dances 
on Easter morning. 
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MOST IMPRESSIVE EASTER 
CELEBRATION OF CENTURY. 


‘“‘About the most impressive Easter cel- 
ebration that has taken place in this cen- 
tury,’’ said a man who has devoted many 
years to missionary work in the islands 
of the Pacific ocean, ‘‘occurred in 1825 on 
the edge of the crater of Kilauea in Ha- 
wali. 

“Perhaps, correctly specking, it should 
not be called an Easter celebration as 
those who took part were ignorant of the 
sacredness of the day. To the central fig- 
ure in the deed it was only Sunday. the 
day set apart by her missionary friends 
to the worship of the great Jehova. It 
was On this memorable Easter morning 
that the Princess Kapiolani, the Hawaiian 
heroine, defied the terrible goddess Pele. 
Kapiolani was the daughter of a chieftain. 
and the wife of Naihe, who was fora time 
the governor of Hawaii.. When the first 
missionaries went to Hawaii she was an 
inebriate and anything but a promising 
subject for conversion, but as time went 
on she embraced the Christian religion 
and determined that her people should do 
likewise. 

“One of the superstitions of the Safid- 
wish 


islanders was that certain things 
and places are tabu or sacred, and the 
penalty for touching the tabued article 
was death. Now, the terrible goddess, 
Pele, was supposed to dwell in Kilauea, 
so that mighty volcano was tabu. When 
Kapiolani was converted she determined 


to show how vain was their superstitions. 
and declared her intention of violating the 
tabu of Kilauea. She climbed to the top 
of that mountain, followed by a few faith- 


ful friends, and arriving at the edge’ of 
the crater threw in stones, thus defying 


the wrath of the goddess and the super- 


stition of the Hawalians. 

‘If,’ she said, as she hurled into the 
seething mass the first stone, ‘I am de- 
Stroyed, you may a! believe in Pele: if 
not you must believe in Jehovah. If Pele 
is all powerful as vou say she is, then 


is Jehovah no god and I will be destroyed.’ 

“She hurled in stone after stone, but 
there was no eruption, and going down the 
mountain She and the people who had fol- 
lowed her ate berries which had always 
been held as sacred to the goddess. By 
this act of defiance of the much-feared 
Pele, Kapiolani established forever the 
power of Jehovah in the minds of her peo- 
ple. To me that scene on the top of the 
mountain—that woman declaring her faith 
in the power of God in defiance of the 
terrible superstitions of her people—is one 


of the most imposing spectacles of this 
century, and it occurred on Laster in the 
year I82o.”’

it is nominally conquered it will be a long 
time before its peucefu! possession can be 
assured. The country is ful of bandits 
and thieves, and there are bands of guer- 
riilas who are traveling from place to 
place,making looting and robbery their 
business These men do not respect the 
rights or property of the natives any 
more than those of the foreigners. They 
levy their contributions on all, perpetrat- 
ing the most horrible murders and other 
crimes. Those who show any sympathy 
for us are singled out for death or tor- 
ture, their houses are burned and their 
families murdered. Many of the natives 
would gladly adopt the American goyv- 
ernment and join with us were they not 
afraid of their lives, and such officia!s 
as are appointed by us have to be pro- 
tected in the exercise of their offices.
